When 
they see a German airplane they cry 
out: 
"There goes a Jerry" or "Here 


comes Fritz." 
Today I am back at one of my old 
trades. Someone told our top sergeant, 
Dick Skane that I knew how to fix up 
tracks. You know I worked for a time 
for the late Mike O'Donnell o£ the Bay 
State and Mike showed mo a great 
deal about the work, which I never 
forgot. 
So I received a detail of. 15 
men and went at it and we are just 
finishing- our hard day's work. 
We 


tamped and lined up some 60 yards or 
rail. 
You see we are doing all klnns 


of work over here, although wo were 
supposed to do only the operating- part 
of railroading. 
But the men never 
kick r-nd all are anxious to do their 
bit. 
There are over 2000 Hindu labor- 
ers here near our camp. 
They think 


the. world of the American soldiers. I 
got them doing athletic stunts after 
our dav's work today. 
We started 
with stone-throwing and they told me 
that they never saw that before and 
they- surely acted the part. Then we 
<rot some salvage, that is, old iron. 
We gathered about SO pounds together 
and some of the boys lifted it to their 
shoulders with one hand. 
Tou may 
not believe it, but not one or those 
Hindus 
could get 
the 
weight 
on 
his shoulder. 
The Hindus who are 
here are very 
mild and would not 
harm 
a 
child. 
Why 
any 
one of 
them 
who 
happens 
to 
cut him- 
self will stop working and cry like 
a baby and won't do another tap all 
day. 
But there is another tribe or 


them who wear rings in their ears who 
are .very savage and earry all kinds 
of knives and will use them on the 
slightest 
provocation. 
. When I was 
leaving the Hindus, after our exercise, 
they all shook hands with me and 
b,idV me good bye. Quite a few of 
them can speak fairly • good English. 


Top Sersf. Diefc Skane 


Our top sergeant, Dick Skane. is the 


only enlisted man in our regiment who 
is entitled to wear foreign 
service 
stripes. He has seen service in China, 
the Spanish-American fight, and on the 
border and now he is here.

himself.

This food making takes place 
in numberless tiny cells of the leaf 
and is carried on by 
small 
green 
bodies which give the leaf its color. 
These chlorophyll bodies, as they are 
known, make tne food of the tree by 
combining carbon taken from the car- 
bonic acid gas of the air with hydro- 
gen, oxygen, and various 
minerals 
supplied by the water which the roots 
gather. 
In the fall when the cool 
weather causes a slowing down of 
the vital processes, the work of tho 
leaves comes to an end. 
The ma- 
chinery of the leaf factory is disman- 
tled, so to speak, the chlorophyll 1= 
broken up into the various substances 
of which it is composed, and whatever 
food there is on hand is sent to the 
body of the tree to be stored up for 
use in the spring. 
All that remains 
in the cell cavities of the leaf is a 
watery substance in which a few oil 
globules and 
crystals, 
and a small 
number 
of 
yellow, strongly refrac- 
tive bodies can be seen. 
These give 
the leaves the yellow coloring so fa- 
miliar in autumnal foliage. 
It often happens, however, that there 
is more sugar in the leaf than can 
be readily transferred back to tho 
tree. 
When this is 
the 
case the 
chemical combination with the oth- 
er substances produces many-colored 
tints varying from the. brilliant red 
of the dogwood to the more austere 
red-browns of the oak. 
In conifer- 
ous trees, wihch do not lose their fo- 
liage in the fall, the green color- 
ing matter takes on a slightly brown- 
ish tinge, which, however, gives way 
to the lighter color in the spring. 
While the color of 
the 
leaf 
is 
changing, 
other 
preparations 
are 
being made. 
At the point where the 
stem of the leaf is attached to the 
tree, a special layer of cells develops 
which gradually 
sever 
the 
tissues 
which support the leaf. 
At the same 
time nature heals the cut, so that 
when the leaf is finally blown off by 
the wind or falls from its own weight, 
the place where it grew on the twig 
is marked by a scar. 
Although the food which has been 
prepared in the cell cavities is sent 
back to the tree, the mineral sub- 
stances with which the walls of the 
cells have became impregnated during 
the summer months are retained. Ac- 
cordingly, when the leaves fall th«y 
contain 
relatively large amounts of 
valuable elements, such as nitrogen 
and phosphorus which were originally 
a part of the soil. The 'decomposition 
of Xhe leaves results in enriching the 
top layers of the soil by returning 
these elements and by the accumula- 
tion of humus. 
That 
is 
why the 
mellow black earth from 
the forest 
floor is so fertile. 
But if fires are 
allowed to run through the forest and 
the leaves are burned, the most val- 
uable of tho fertilizing elements are 
changed by the heat into gases and 
escape into the air. 
As a result 
forests which are burned over regu- 
larly soon lose their 
soil 
fertility 
even if no apparent damage is done 
to the standing timber.

is the most effective of present weap- 
ons against submarines. 
"Avoided de- 


stroyer" is the oft repeated entry. In 
fact, these logs show conclusively that 
the submarines are having a hard time 
of it. Thb result of the destroyer ac- 
tivity during the last four weeks ha: 
been not only a decrease of casualties 
of merchant ships but also a still more 
satisfactory increase in the 
numbei 


of submarines sunk. 
When a submarine tries to torpedo 
a convoyed ship—as submarines are 
are now compelled to do owing to the 
infrequency of unconvoyed shipping— 
there is always a destroyer 
on 
the 
scene and the chance of her "getting' 
that particular submarine arc corres- 
pondingly increased. 
The wake of a 
torpedo generally is seen by the de- 
stroyer's lookouts, and it gives a good 
line on the direction where the sub- 
marine is lying1. 
The destroyer 
immediately steams 


full speed in the line shown by 
the 
torpedo's wake 
and 
drops 
repeated 
depth charges along this course. 
In a 
considerable proportion of 
casen this proves effective, for 
these 
depth charges cause serious 
commo- 
tion over a considerable radius. 
The Associated Press correspondent 
was told of three cases 
during 
the 
past fortnight in which 
submarines 
were -thus destroyed. 
in many 
in- 
stances no doubt, submarines are 
de- 
stroyed without any visible indication 
above water of their loss. Still others 
are badly crippled, as in r.he case of 
the damaged German 
U-boat 
which 
was recently interned in Spain. 
A submarine . as sunk under pecu- 
liar circumstances a short time ago. 
This U-boat torpedoed -a ship 
bound 
from the United States firing its tor- 
pedo at a range of only about a hun- 
dred yards. 
It is extremely 
unwise 
and unsafe to fire a torpedo at such 
close range but the U-boata must take 
their targets as they get them these 
days. The torpedoed ship was loaded 
with a cargo of heavy war 
material 
and the explosion was so forcible that 
i' blew a large piece of heavy materi- 
al through the deck of the ship and 
dropped it on the submarine 
as 
the 
latter was submerging. The hull of the 
submarine was crushed like an 
egg- 
shell and she sank with :ili on hoard.

As the name Implies, the system 


had its origin in the city of Gary, Ind. 
It -was formulated by Prof. William 
Wirt and designed to provide a tri- 
partite division of the day for school 
childien 
in 
academic, 
recreational 


and industrial work. 
It has worked 


so successfully in Gary that the city 
has been besieged by school visitors 
who 
want 
to study it in 
all its 


bearings. 


The child's day is taken 
up 
one 


third for study, one third play and 
one third constructive work in manual 
training. To carry out this plan, the 
Gary school department constructed 
elaborate school plants including fine 
buildings, 
gymnasiums 
and 
work- 


shops. The children are under expert 
supervision from 8,30 o'clock in the 
morning until o o'clock in the after- 
noon. 


One of the advantages of the system 


is, that a city using this system can 
get along with fewer schools owing 
to the fact that the buildings are oc- 
'cupied during the entire day, the 
grades rotating from class rooms to 
playground and thence to the work- 
shop.

Little Feodor, though the firing had 


hardly slackened, made a second trip 
to 
Korovin's 
temporary 
shelter, 


bringing food -and water and band- 
ages. 


But even after the youngster had 


cut away the filthy cloth and swabed 
away the clotted blood, the wounded 
Siberian could not walk. So Feodor 
started back for help. 


He was shot in the left shoulder. 


But with 
his 
right 
hand the boy 


pinched 
a roll 
of bandage 
tightly 


against the wound to prevent bleed- 
ing and trudged back to the Held hos- 
pital. 


There, after his shoulder had been

Feodor's courageous example

spired the troops 
of that front, and 


news of it 
spread to district head- 


quarters and even to Petrograd. And 
Korovin, ready 
to

stood by the side of twelve- 


year-old Feodor while the Red Badge 
of Courage, given to Russia's wound- 
ed, was pinned on the wrist of the 
youngest wounded war hero who has 
thus far placed his name in the list 
of the almost innumerable Instances 
of heroism on the Russian front. 


Feodor Kulich, Russian boy scout 


of 12, wears the Red Badge of Cour- 
age. 


It is on his left sleeve, just above 


his wrist. He got it saving Ivan Kor- 
ovin, a Siberian soldier, from death. 


Feodor had 
lived 
near Kishinev.

1 FUEL VALUE 


OF 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov.—Persons who 


plan to relieve the coal shortage this 
winter by burning wood can liguro. 
roughly speaking, that two pounds of 
seasoned wood have a fuel value eq.ua! 
to one pound of coal, according to ex- 
ports of tho forest service. . While dif- 
ferent kinds of wood have 
different 


fuel values, the foresters say that in 
general the greater the dry weight of 
a non-resinous wood, tho more heat it 
will,give out when burned. 


For such species as 
hickory, oak, 


beech, birch, hard maple, ash, locust, 
longleaf pine or cherry, 
which 
have 


comparatively high fuel 
values, 
one 


cord weighing about 4000 pounds, is 
required to equal one ton of coal. 


It takes a cord .and a half of short- 
leaf pine, hemlock, red sum, Douglas 
fir, sycamore, or 
soft 
maple, which 
weighs 
about 
3000 pounds a cord, t.o 
equal a ton of coal( while for cedar, 
redwood, 
popular, 
catalpa, 
Norway 
pine, cypress, basswood, 
spruce and 
white pine, two cords, weighing about 
2000 pounds each, are required. 
Weight for weight, however, there 
is very little difference between vari- 
ous species. Resin affords about twice 
as much heat as wood, so that resinous 
woods have a greater heat value per 
pound than non-resinous woods, and 
this increased value varies, of course, 
with the resin content. 
The available heat value of a cord 
of wood,depends also on the amount ol' 
moisture present- 
When the wood is 
green, part of the heat which it is ca- 
pable of yielding is taken up in evap- 
c rating the .water. The greater amount 
of water in the wood the more heat is 
lost. 
Furthermore, cords vary as to the 
amount of solid wood 
they 
contain, 
even when they are of tho standard 
dimension and occupy 128 cubic feet, of 
space. 
A certain 
proportion of 
this 
space is made up of air spaces between 
the sticks, and this air space may bo 
considerable in a 
cord of twisted, 
crooked and knotty sticks. Out of the 
128 cubic feet, a fair average of solid 
wood is about SO cubic feet. 
This, however, applies to the stand- 
ard cord, in which the sticks are cut 
to four-foot lengths and piled four fc«t 
high and eight foot long- 
Instead of 


huylnjf the .four.rfoot lengths, however, 
most people nowadays have the sticks 
cut into two-foot lengths by a gasoline 
saw. 
This results in a saving of both 


time and labor. The purchaser should, 
however, take care to see that he gets 
full measuremant when wood is bought 
In this way. In parts .»£ New England 
a stack of 16-Inch wood four feet high 
and eight feet long IB commonly sold 
fin a "run," but contains only one-third 
of a cord. 
. 
Where 
wood 
is to be burned In a 
stovo or furnace Intended for coal, it 
will b« found desirable, the foresters 
say, to cover the 
Krate imrtly with 
sheet Iron or fire brick, In order to n>. 
duce tho draught. If thla Is not done, 


the wood is wasted by being consumed 
too fast, and makes a very hot fire 
which in a furnace may damage the 
lirebqx. 
It is pointed out, however, that heat 


value is not the only test of usefulness 
in fuel wood, and since 95 per cent of 
all wood used for fuel is consumed for 
domestic purposes, largely in farm 
houses, 
such 
factors as rapidity of 
burning and ease of lighting are im- 
portant. Each section of tho country 
has its favored woods, and these are 
said to be, in general, tho right ones 
to use. Hickory, of the non-resinous 
woods, has the highest fuel value per 
unit volume of wood, and has 
other 
advantages. It burns evenly, and, as 
housewives say, holds the heat. The 
oaks come next, 
followed by beech, 
birch and maple. The white pines have 
a relative!^ low heat value per unit 
volume, but have other 
advantages 
They ignite readily and give out a 
quick hot flame, but one that soon dies 
clown. This makes them favorites with 
rural housekeepers as a. summer wood 
because they are particularly adapted 
tor hot days in the kitchen. The same 
is true of gray birch, or "white birch.' 
as it is often called, in the regions in 
which it abounds. 
With the resinous 
pines a drawback is their oily

Today I was in what is called

tell me it was a hand-to-hand fight 
In this woods the Germans slaughtered 
the 
Tommies.

killed. The Butchers call the Engllsl 
"Tommies" while the Tommies call tin 
Germans "Jerrys" and "Frltzes." When 
they see. a German airplane they cry 
out: 
"There goes a Jerry" or "Here

Today I am back at one of my old 
trades. Someone told our top sergeant, 
Dick Skane that I knew how to fix up 
tracks. You know I worked for a time 
for the late Mike O'Donnell of the Bay 
State and Mike showed me a great 
deal about the work, which I never

So I received a detail of 15 
men and went at it and we are just 
finishing our hard day's work.

tamped and lined up some 60 yards of 
'rail. You see we are doing all kinds 
of work over here, although we were

kick and all are anxious to do their 
bit. There are over 2000 Hindu labor-

to differences in local conditions." 


This resolution was introduced by 


Mrs. Albert N. Wood, an inspector for 
the Women's Municipal league, who 
Informed

present that Boston 
was not keeping pace with other cities 
of the country. 
She advocated the 


creation of a new housing department 
lor the city, which would cost about 
1200,000 a year to maintain, and which 
.would have powers now divided be- 
tween the health and building depart- 
ments and of maintaining suitable liv- 
ing conditions after the buildings are 
erected.

change in coloring is the result of

The change is not, as many "people 


suppose, due to the action of frost, 
but is a preparation for winter.

This food making takes place 


In numberless tiny cells of the leaf 
and is carried on by 
small 
green

bonic acid gas of the air with hydro- 
gen, oxygen, and various 
minerals 


supplied by the water which the roots 
gather. 
In the fall when the cool 
weather causes a slowing down of 
the vital processes, the work of th-j 
eaves comes to an end. 
The ma- 
chinery of the leaf factory is disman- 
tled, so to speak, the chlorophyll ia 
broken up Into the various substances 
of which it is composed, and whatever 
food there is on hand is sent to the 
body of the tree to be stored up for 
use in the spring. 
All that remains 


In the cell cavities of the leaf is a 
ivatery substance in which a few oil

THE 
GARY 
SCHOOL SYSTEM 


The 
Gary system 
of 
education, 


which led to a school strike in New 
York, is a radical departure from, the 
ordinary mode of teaching in graded 
schools. 


As the name implies, 
the system 


had its origin in the city of Gary, Ind. 
It was formulated by Prof. William 
Wirt and designed to provide a tri- 
partite division of the day for school 
children 
in 
academic, 
recreational 


and industrial work. It has worked 
so successfully in Gary that the city 
has been besieged by school visitors 
who 
want 
to study it in all 
its 


bearings. 


The child's day Is taken 
up 
one 


third for study, one third play and 
one third constructive work in manual 
training. 
To carry out this plan, the 


Gary school department 
constructed 


elaborate school plants including fine 
buildings, 
gymnasiums 
and 
work- 


shops. The children are under expert 
supervision 
from S.30 o'clock in the 


morning until 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 


One of the advantages of the system 


is, that a city using this system can 
get along with fewer schools owing 
to the fact that the buildings are oc- 
cupied during 
the entire 
day, 
the 


grades rotating from class rooms to 
playground and thence to the work- 
shop. 


Mayor Mltchel 'has introduced the 


Gary system into about twenty of the 
New York schools and has engaged 
Prof. Wirt to superintend the work 
until such times as it shall have been 
thoroughly tried. 


The entire country is watching the 


result in New York. 
The strike ap- 


parently fomented 
for electioneering

RUSSIAN BOY OF 12 WINS RED BADGE OV COURAGE 


Feodor Kullch, just after receiving

He got it saving Ivan Kor- 
ovin. a, Siberian soldier, from death. 
Feodor had 
lived near Kishinev. 


And here, near the war frontier, Fe- 
odor was a member of a company of 
boy scouts which went even up to the 
flrst lines to serve the Russian army 
in recent lighting. 
In the 
main the Russians 
held 


their ground. But the line had been 
weakened by the dispatch of divisions 
northward 
to tho 
territory 
about 


Riga, and in spots it gave. 
At the close of several 
days 
of 
scattered fighting tho Austrian troops 
had been pushed back to their old 
front. 
And in these contested sec- 
tors, once more in the hands of the 
Russians, the battlefield was still lit- 
tered 
with 
scattered 
dead 
and 


wounded. 
The boy .scouts were working be- 


hind the new Russian flrst lines, but 
still in the zone of the bitter bom- 
bardment tho checked Austrians kept 
up.Feodor Kulich found the Siberian 
soldier Korovin in a shell hole. 
The 
soldier had dragged himself into the 
crater for protection after 
receiving 


his wound. 
He had been 
almost 
two 
days 


without food or water. 
The twelve-year-old boy made the 


first trip to Korovin's 
side, 
under 


heavy lire, when he was attracted by 
the waving of the man's arm over the 


rim of the shell crater. 
Little Feodor, though the firing had 


hardly slackened, made a second trip 
to 
Korovin's 
temporary 
shelter, 


bringing food and water and band- 
ages. 
But even after the youngster had 


cut away the lilthy cloth and swabed 
away the clotted blood, the wounded 
Siberian could not walk. 
So Feodor 


started back for help. 
He was shot in the left shoulder. 


But with 
his right 
hand the boy 


pinched 
a roll 
of bandage 
tightly 


against the wound to prevent bleed- 
ing and trudged back to the Held hos- 
pital. 
There, after his shoulder had been 


tied 
up, he insisted 
upon guiding 
stretcher bearers 
to Korovin's side. 


He knew for the wounded soldier it 
was a case 
of early rescue, or of 


death almost within reach of safety 
in the repeated Austrian offensives. 


And for a third time the boy Fe- 


odor, despite his wound, 
made 
the 
trip from the safety of the Held hos- 
pital behind the 
ridge across the 


shell-torn plain, in the zone of fire. 
Feeder's courageous example 
in- 


spired the troops 
of that front, and 


news of it 
spread to district head- 


quarters and even to Petrograd. And 
Korovin, ready 
to 
return" to 
the 


ranks, 
stood by the side of twelve- 


year-old Feodor while the Red Badge 
of Courage, given to Russia's wound 
ed, was pinned on the wrist of the 
youngest wounded war hero who has 
thus far placed his name In the list 
of the almost innumerable 
instances 


of heroism on the Russian front. 


IDE FUEL 


OF

WASHINGTON, Nov.—Persons who 


plan to relieve the coal shortage this 
•winter by burning wood can 
figure, 


loughly speaking, that two pounds of 
seasoned wood have a fuel value eq.ua] 
to one pound of coal, according to ex- 
perts of the forest service. . While dif- 
ferent kinds of wood have 
different 


. fuel values, the foresters say that in 
general tho greater the dry weight of 
a. non-resinous wood, the more heat it 
will give out when burned. 
For such species as hickory, oak, 


beech, birch, hard maple, ash, locust, 
lonsleaf pine or cherry, 
which 
have 


comparatively liigh fuel 
values, one 


cord weighing about 4000 pounds, is 
required to equal one ton of coal. 
It takes a cord and a half of short- 
leaf pine, hemlock, red gum, Douglas 
fir, sycamore, or soft maple, 
which 
weighs 
about 
3000 pounds a cord, to 
equal a ton of coalC while for cedar, 
redwood, 
popular, catalpa, 
Norway 
pine, cypress, basswood, spruce and 
white Pine, two cords, weighing about 
2000 pounds each, are required. 
Weight for weight, however, there 
is very little difference between vari- 
ous species. Resin affords about twice 
as much heat as wood, so that resinous 
woods have a greater heat value 
per 
pound than non-resinous woods, and 
this increased value varies, of course, 
with the resin content. 
The available beat value of a cord 
of wood depends also on the amount of 
moisture present. 
When the wood is 
green, part of the heat -which it is ca- 
pable of yielding is taken up in evap- 
cratinfr the water. The greater amount 
of water In the wood the more heat is 
lost.Furthermore, cords vary as to 'the 
amount o£ solid wood, they 
contain, 
even when they arc of the standard 
dimension and occupy 1US cubic feet of 
spa.cc. 
A certain proportion of 
this 
space Is made up of all- spaces between 
the sticks, and this air space may be 
considerable 
in a cord of twisted, 


t crooked and knotty sticks. Out of tho 
^128 cubic feet, a fair average of solid 
wood is about SO cubic feet. 
This, however, applies to the stand- 
ard cord, in which the sticks are out 
to four-foot lengths and piled four feet 
high and eight feet long. 
Instead of 
buying the four-foot lengths, however, 
most people nowadays have the slicks 
cut into two-foot lengths by a gasoline 
saw. This results in a saving of both 
time and labor. Tho purchaser should. 
however, take care to see that ho gets 
lull measurement when wood is bought 
In this way. In parts of New England 
a stack of 16-Inch wood four feet high 
and eight feet long Is commonly sold 
BS a "run," but contains only one-third 
of a cord. 
Where 
wood l.t lo be burned In a 
stove or furnace Intended for coal. It 
will ho found desirable, the foresters 
pay, to cover the grnt.0 partly with 
»he«t iron or flrn brick. In order to re- 
duce tha draught. H this Is not clone, 


tho wood is wasted by being consumed 
too fast, and makes a very hot nre 
which in a furnace may damage the 
lirebox, 
, 
It is pointed out, however, that heat 
value is not tho only test of usefulness 
in fuel wood, and since 95 per cent of 
all wood used for fuel is consumed for 
domestic purposes, largely 
in farm 
houses, such factors as rapidity of 
burning and ease of lighting are im- 
portant. Bach section of the country 
has its favored woods, and these are 
said to be, in general, the right ones 
to use. Hickory, of the non-resinoui> 
woods, has the highest fuel, value per 
unit volume of wood, and 
has 
othei 
advantages. It burns evenly, ana, as 
housewives say, holds the heat. The 
oaks come next, followed by beech 
birch and maple. The white pines have 
a relatively low heat value per unii 
volume, but have other 
advantages 
They ignite readily and give out a 
quick hot flame, but one that soon dies 
down. This makes them favorites with 
rural housekeepers as a summer wood 
because they are particularly adapter 
for hot days in the kitchen. The same 
is true of gray birch, or "white birch,' 
as It is often called, in the regions in 
which it abounds. With the resinous 
pines a drawback is their oily black 
smoke.
